Willlam H. K. Redmond, member of the 
British Parliament from the East Claire di- 
vision, Ireland, who with John Devlin, rep- 
resenting the county of Kilkenny, is on a 
tour in the United States in the interest of 
the United Irish League, arrived in St. 
Louis over the Burlington road at 7:20 Fri- 
Gay morning. 

He was met at Union Station by a re- 
ception committee, headed by John P. 
Leahy, chairman of the local league; Col. 
R. ©. Kerens and others. 

Mr. Redmond is 41 years of age and has 
been a cohsapicuous figure in Parliament for 
the last 15 years, being at the time of his 
election the youngest member of that yey. 

In ability and political sagacity Mr. Red- 
mond numbers few peere among the Irish 
leaders today. 

Rather low-sized and stockily built, he has 
® round face that fairly beams the enthu- 
siasm he expresses over the Irish cause. 

His manner is deliberate and he weighs 
his words carefully. 

r. Redmond was attired in a light gray 
suit, blue tie and turndown collar. He is 
accompanied by his wife.

to Sheriff Joseph F. Dickmann. 

The message was a rep-ieve from Gov. 
Dockery, granting 15 more days of life te 
iienry Flutche., condermped negro, pending 
the hearing of nesy witnesses in his favor. 

The doy had run from the Western Union 
office at 412 Pine street to the Four Courts, 
but he had come too laie. 

Flutcher had been hanged at 6.19. 

The governor's telegram, which reached 
St. Louis too late to save a human life | 
was the reply to a telegram from Circuit | 
Attorney Joseph W. Folk, sent before mid- 
night Tkursday, informing the governor 
cf new evidence in Flutcher’s favor whicé 
had come to light, and asking that a re- 
prieve be granted 

The governor was brought to a second- 
story window by the knocking of a mes- 
senger, and was told that ‘he teleg-am 
which the messenger bore related to the 
hanging of Fiutcher. He toid the boy, it 
is said, to place the telegram under the 
door of the executive mansion, and closed 
the window. 

The fate of F’utcher wavered on the w res 
of the Western Union company between St. 
Louis and Jefferson City between 11 o clcck 
Thursday night and sunrise Friday morn- 
ing. 

Two messengers, one. in Jefferson C'ty 
and one in St. Louis, bore the most im- 
portant «f the four messages which passed 
ever the wire. ,

Co. purposes to get 20,000 horse power to be 
scid to factories in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County by connecting the Missouri and 
Meramec rivers with a canal 22% miles 
long. 

James R. Waddill and James E. Hereford, 
attorneys for the company, appl.ed to the 
St. Louis County Court Wednesday for per- 
mission to build the canal across certain 
county roads. 

President Roosevelt signed a bill March 10 
authorizing the company to use the waters 
of the Missouri in the maner desired. The 
plan of the company is to construct a little 
Niagara near Meramec Highlands. 

R. TD. O. Johnson, engineer in charge of 
the plans, says the canal will cause a raise 
of about three feet in the river at ordinary 
stages of ![t. When the river is up, how- 
ever, he says the effect of the canal would 
not be appreciable. 

Ho further points out that, should St. 
Louis ever go to Meramec Springs for its 
water supply, the canal would prevent the 
river from running dzy. St. Louis. he 
says, would use mest of the water from the 
springs, and this would leave. the_ river 
without water except what it received from 
the canal. 


Tunnel Will Cut 
Clayton Road Ridge. 

The course of the canal from Centaur will 
be along Wild Horse Creek Valley east. by 
northeast to a point opposite Creve Coeur 
lake. There it will turn to the right, fol- 
lowing the course of Creve Coeur creek, 
cutting through the Clayton road ridge and 
at the Conway road entering a tunnel. 

This tunnel will be 1% miles long through 
solid limestone, coming out at the Manches- 
ter road. The canal at that point will en- 
ter the Grand Glaze creek valley, following 
this across the Missouri Pacific and Frisco 
tracks to Keys\Summit. There it wii) turn 
to the left. following along the bluff to a 
peint % mile above Big Bend in the Mera- 
mec, where the falls and. power houses will 
be located. . 


Canal Makes County 
an Island. 
The mouth of the canal wilil be at this 
point also. 
The plan for the canal is not new, but | 


previous attempts to execute it have been | 
defeated by a fear that it would result in | 
turning the Missouri river from its present 


mec, thus making St, Louis County an 


island. 

St. Louis County whl be an island if the 
canal is built. but engineers say with the 
complete system of revetments. dykes and 
dams there will be no danger from the Mis- 
souri because it ean be controlled and the 
amount of water in the canal kept constant.

SOCIALISTS DEMAND REVISION OF 
CONSTITUTION. 


Ihe Movement for Wider Liberty in 
Belgium Is Widespread and 
May Culminate in a Coup 
Next Week. 


BRUSSELS, April 11.—Semblance of order 
Was restored among the rioters in the Rue 
Stevens early this morning. The police, 
who had borne the brunt of the fighting, 
were strongly reinforced by the gendarmes 
and civic guards with loaded rifies. Orders 
were issued to use all the force necessary 
to drive the mob out of the Maison du 
Peuple. 

Jus* as the order was about to he executed 
the chiefs of the socialists offered to evacu- 
ate the building quletly. 

Estimates of the number wounded dur- 
ing the riots vary from 40 to 100, but scores 
of injured were carried off and hidden by 
friends. 

A large number of rioters were arrested 
and are still detained. 

The burgomasters of Brussels and sub- 
urban municipalities have proclaimed that 
meetings of more than 10 persons are pro- 
hibited and that any one found carrying 
a revolver shall be Hable to six months’ 
imprisonment. 

All centers of agitation are bristling to- 
day with bayonets. Squads of cavalry are 
econtinuvally patrolling the streets and 
guarding the shops which were threatened 
with plundering by the rioters. 

rmarifesto signed bv the general coun- 
cll of the labor party has been widely 
posted. It demands a revision of the con- 
stitution and universal suffrage. 

Telegrams from the country districts in- 
dicate the widespread character of the 
movement. which threatens to culminate in 
a grand coup next week, during the reform 
debate in Parliament. 

A thousand demonstrators caused great 
disturbances at St. Nicholas last night until 
routed by repeated charges of the gend- 
armes. 

At T.a Louviere 6.000 men ceased work. 
forcing the workers in the large industrial 


‘establishments at La Croy*re and Hine 


St. Pierre to join them. The strikers 
threaten to burn all factories where the 
workers refuse to quit. 

‘Strong detachments of cavalry are now 
patro'line the district in order to protect 
the factories. 

A telegram from Mons says the work 
still continues in the Borinage district, but 
a strike and disorders are threatened. 
Troops have been sent to the district to 
cope with possible rioting.

ONE MAN IN IRONS 54 DAYS 


Trouble Started When Sailors Protest- | 
ed Against the Shutting Off of 
Their Wine Supply. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 1*.—Men of the 
French bark Reine Blanche brought inte 
port another of the oft-told tales of sea 
horror. Oné sedman, Joseph Verne, who 
had been, as he relates, chained in a boat- 
swain’s locker for fifty-four days, wound 
up his voyage by a knife assault on Capt. 
Loreau—at ieast the captain says he did— 
and he was turned over to the police. 
Several sailors desertéd and left their pay 


behind rather than submit to brutal treat- 
ment any longer. 

In the first place, the supply of thin wine 
was shut off, and wine to French sailors is 
quite as necessary as coffee to other sea- 
men. Then when the men came up to ask 
the reason for the unusual deprivation. 
they relate that they were beaten, tied to 
the mast and left in the storm, chased to 
the rigging with revolvers, or manacled. 
and left for 'ingering weexs in cramped, 
uncomfortable quarters. 

They tell that Capt. Loreau and First 
Mate Labbe were often drunk; that in a 
drunken brawl! the captain struck the first 
ofticer in the face and sent him crying to 
his cabin, and that the cook also came 
in for the captain’s a. 

Here, however, are the pitiful tales the 
men are telling in the ears of the indie. 
nant water front. Verne’s story was told 
at the city prison, Capt. Loreau having 
dramatically turned him over to no 1éss 
than three policemen: 

“We left Newcastle, Australia, on Dec. 
28, 1901,"" said Verne with a pathetic piping 
of the eye, “and from Jan. 26 until the 
day we made port—Sunday—I was ironed 
in a cramped place, had no change of 
clothes and no bed to lie on. This is how 
it came about: 

Captain Knocked 

Him Down Deck. 

“We were short-handed and forced to 
work long hours. Our wine was stopped 
after the first two weeks. On January 26, 
Sailor Arnauld was tied all night to the 
foremast, after Capt. Loreau had beaten 
him badly. It rained all night. About 10 
o’clock that night I heard Arnauld crying 
and walked to the poop deck to see him

asked me what I wanted. I replied that I

Sailors Quit Bark 

Soon as She Anchored. 

Robert Thompson, W. H. Hyde, Carl 
Ericksen, Michael Higgins and Arnauld, 


who says his real name is Colles, left the 
bark yesterday, careless as to whether they 
ever got their pay or not so long as they 
escape the horrors of the Reine B’anche. 

Thompson says: “One day I took some 
coffee to the captain and he hit me with 
a loaf of bread in the eye. It covered my 
face with blood. Almost every day I was 
beaten in the same way. I also saw the 
captain strike the cook in the face.”’ 

Hyde is a printer, and says, that, though 
himself and three others shipped as able 
seamen. they had little qualifications for 
the service. Hyde formerly worked in the 
composing room of a San ancisco’ news- 
paper, and this is his story of the trip on 
the bark: - 

‘fe were short-handed when we left 
Newcastle, with only 18 in the crew, but at 
Melbourne eight deserted, and only .six 
were shipped to fill their places. That left 
us shorter vet, and made the work harder. 
Seventeen and one-quarter hours one day, 
and from twelve to fourteen the next was 
the working rule all the way home. I was 
not beaten, but small men, Verne, Thomn- 
son, Arnauld and others, were smashed 
around the decks all the time. The food 
was scant, two meals a day. and awful at 
that. It is the worst French ship on the 
seas. I would rather go to jail than ship 
again on the Reine Blanche. The cap ain 
and first mate often were drunk, and once 
in a fight the captain struck the mate in 
ne face and sent him blubbering to his 
cabin.’”’ 

Carl Ericksen and Michael H'ggins cor- 
roborated Hyde and stoutly condemned the 
brutal treatment of Verne, Arnauld and 
Thompson. 

Capt. Loreau seems little inclined to dis- 
cuss the accusations against them. He 
Lega them flatly, but will not enter into 
etalls.

PRIVATE HOOVEY SAYS HE WAS 
ORDERED TO PARTICIPATE. 


Letter to His Parents Giving Details 
of the Shocking Case Was For- 
warded By Them to Con- 
gtessman Mickey. 


Special to the Howst-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Representative 
Mickey of Illinois has received a letter 
from the Philippines, written by Private 
George Hoovey, Twenty-eighth Infantry, 
who enlisted from Quincy, I)., to his par- 
ents. The letter gives what Hoover alleges 
to be the facts of the death of Private Ed- 
ward C. Richiter, Twenty-eighth Infantry. 


In part it follows: 

“T have been in Manila and in court over 
the death of my most beloved comrade. 
Edward C. Richter, aged 23, whom we killed 
on the night of Feb. 9. 

“J was on guard when Richter started to 
get drunk and was released from duty at 9 
o’clock. After taps he began calling Lieut. 
Sinclair vile names. The lieutenant ordered 
ws to put him on the ground in front of 
the guardhouse and tie his hands behind 


“T was then ordered to throw one dipper- 
ful of ice water—it was so cold we covld 
hardly drink it—in his face every time he 
would say anything. I often, in obeying the 
Heutenant’s orders, threw dipperful of 
this water in his face, but he was under 
oe influence of liquor and would not keep

"Then Sinclair ordered us to put a gag in 
the bound man’s mouth and to tie his feet 
together. He strugeled a good deal, but, 
of course, was helpless, tied hand and foot 

nd gagged. While he lay on the ground 
“thus we were ordered to throw more water 

n his face. 

“About a quarter after 12 he quit strug- 
giing and lay perfectly still. Then we were 
ordered to take him to the guardhouse, and

at he was dead. We took the body to the 
hospital and. a week ago Sunday afternoon, 
we buried hirn. 

“There wasn’t anything more said about 
the case until last Thursday afternoon,

The dispatch appearing in the Financir 
and Bullionist is not confirmed from any 
other quarter.

POLICIES TO BE EXPLAINED. 


Regulations Also Will Be Constructed 
So That There Can No Longer 
Be Confusion. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 11:—Maj. Richard 
Sylvester, the chief of the metropolitan 
police force, will establish a school for the 


instruction of the force. 
It is the intention to start the school 


about the first of the coming month, and 
Maj. Sylvester himself will look after the 
Classes at the beginning. Only those men 
who have become members within «he past 


year or so will be called upon to attend at 
the beginning, as thé experience of the 
older men has taught them much that is 
yet to be learned by the juniors. 

In the years which have followed since 
the organization of the metropolitan police 
force in the district there never was a time 
when uniform instruction was given the 
force, except in the rules laid down in the 
manual, which one man would endeavor to 
live up to literally—an utter impossibility 
—and upon which another weuld place his 
own construction, only to realize his mis- 
take when called up on charges. 

This defect was apparent to Maj. Sy)- 
vester while he was chief of the depart- 
ment, but he understood the difficulties of 
making improvements in an establishment 
which for years followed a line of policy 
laid down at the time of its organization. 
It was recognized that policemen who have 
served on the force most of their lives are 
apt to be thoroughly imbued with original 
methods, from which it is difficult to de- 
part. Such improvements or changes as ave 
contemplated *o be permanent and effec- 
tive must be made gradually. It is also rec- 
ognized that it is hard to teach new ways, 
and it is not always good policy to go 
agents who have rendered a long and faith- 
ful service, and who have had an experi- 
ence which counts for the foundation of 
effective work. If they are still susceptible 
of Sraspins advanced rules for conduct, it 
is considered that best results will follow 
their retention and education. 

In order that the members may be in full 
accord with the policy of the department, 
and be conversant with minor matters as 
well as the more important, it is thought 
that instruction, given with respect to the 


paragraphs of the manual governing indi-" 


vidual conduct, interpretation of the police 
regulations and of the laws as considered 
from a headquarters standpoint, would ma- 
terially aid in securing a clearer and more 
effective eo-operation. This is part of the 
plan to establish a close relationship and 
thorough understanding between members 
of the foree and the head of the de>vart- 
ment in all matters which are of interest 
te them, and which'so directly concern the 
public, 

Some time ago {t became manifest to the 
superintendent of police that verbal direc- 
tions were not generalby interpreted alike, 
and as a consequence thev have since been 
given out in printed orders. It was thought 
too much to ask that a member of the 
force remember descriptions of lost prop- 
erty and persons wanted. This was ob- 
viated by the publication of a daily bulle- 
tin. which is furnished each member of the 
force, and wherein all matters of the kind 
are printed in convenient form. Many cir- 
culars and orders are placed in the hands 
of the men for their guidance. All this !s 
with the idea’of systematically educating 
the force along proper lines. 

Thé limited force makes it very difficult 
to maintain drill. gymnasium, schoo! or any 
of .the side issues, which redound to the 
bénefit 6f the service. The men have too 
long hours and ‘tmportant sections, includ- 
ing the léwAttens and residences of promi- 
nent officials. e¢annot. with the small force 
at hand. be given that attention they sould,

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“DIAMONDS WITH HEF 


YOUNG WOMAN ASTONISHED THE 
CUSTOMS EXAMINERS. 


MOST OF THEM WERE IN BAG 


All Were Purchased Here and Fair 
Traveler Was Not Loth to 
Show Them.

NEW ORLEANS, April 11.—One of the 
largest and most valuable collections of 
diamonds ever handled by the local cus- 
toms officers was among the possessions of 
Mrs. L. H. Holme of New York, who 
arrived in this city from Havana. As the 
diamonds were all bought in New York 
and were domestic goods there was no ap- 
praised value, but rough estimates place 
their value at about $60,000. 

Mrs. Holmes was a passenger on the Ex- 
celsior. When the passengers walked off 
the ship to the wharf, where the customs 
officers were stationed, she was stopped. 
The work of examining the baggage was 
begun, and it was not long before Mrs. 
Holme, who wore a large number of dia- 
monds, becume the center of attraction. 

She was dressed in a Iight pink striped 
waist with a black shirt. She wore @ 
walking -hat with a white veil. Around 
her neck, and hanging down to the walst, 


was a chain containing 149 diamonds, said 
to be worth about $10,000. She had rings 
on the fingers’of both hands. She wore 4 
pair of beautiful pearl earrings surrounded 
with three-quarter karat diamonds. 

After thec.ustoms officials had gone 
through the baggage of Mrs. Holme they 
came to the decision that the appraisement 
of the diamonds’ value was too big a task 
for them, and concluded to send her to the 
a ge office in the custom house. 

rs. Holme, accompanied by J. T. Dunn, 
who is said to be a New York broker, and 
one of the custems officers crossed the 
river and took a cab to the cusiom house. 

It was in the appraiser's office where the 
display of all the diamonds was made, and 
when the appraiser's clerks finished looking 
over the diamonds they left the office 
blinking. Mrs. Holme carried the little 
satche] containing her diamonds in. her 
hand, and when the appraiser's office was 
reached she opened i and began to take 
cut the different articles of jewelry. 

The first article was a tassel belonging 
to the string of diamonds Mrs. Holme wore. 
In this were set 269 %-k. diamonds. Set in 
the string and in the tassel at‘ached were 
418 diamonds. There were lacepins, watches, 
brooches and iamonds set in all sorfs of 
shapes and devices. There was a lacepin 
case containing about 20 diamond pins. 
There were aiso two beautiful little watches 
set with diamonds. On all the jewelry were 
the names of New York firms, thus proving 
that they were domestic goods. 

At the customs house Mrs. Holme’s an- 
swers to the questions further show she 
is a very wealthy woman of New York. 
being worth about $1,500,000 and traveling 
for her heakh. She showed the officiais 
her bank book, according to which she has 
$100,000 to her credit in a New York bank. 
She also showed a cashed check which she 
had drawn on that bank for 225.000.

He has the police 
force at command. It is his duty to enforce the laws. Why 
doesn’t he enforce the ordinances now in existence for the pro- 
tection of the public? If the present laws are bad, their enforce- 
ment will prove it. If they are ineffective, the attempt to enforce 
them will show their faults. But there are certainly regulations 
in the charters of the companies and the ordinances of the city 
the enforcement of which will better the street railway service.

FRANKIE. JORDAN'S 
UST RACE A 


Beaten by Pneumonia‘in the 
Life Stakes at the 
Hospital. 


Frankie Jordan, famous as the most 
promising jockey at the local track 10 
years ago, winner of many a nose victory, 
and the boy who rode Yo Tambian to vic- 
tory on his winning trip through the East, 
died Thursday evening at the City Hospi- 
tal of pneumonia and nepritis. 

Jordan, about 10 years ago, was one 
of the best known jockeys in the United 
States. Jordan began his riding career at 
the Fair Grounds, and. at that time could 


accept mounts under 90 pounds. 

At the time of his death he weighed over 
160 pounds and was over 30 years old. 

Jordan had a meteoric career on the turf. 
The largest fine that was ever inflicted on 
a jockey in this country, and probably in 
any other, was imposed on him by Starter 
Jimmy McLaughlin on June 17, 1893. 

In that year McLaughlin was starter at 
the Fair Grounds, and Frankie had tne 
mount on a horse named Sir Walter ha- 
leigh in an ordinary purse race. Sir Wai- 
ter was a vicious brute and a bad actor 
at the post, but nevertheless McLaughlin 
fined Jordan $1000 for disobedience and set 
him down. He was unable to pay this sum, 
and of course could not accept mounts 
while the fine was hanging over him. 

Previous to this incident McLaugh in had 
fined him $800, which he paid, but the larger 
amount was too much for him. Two days 
after he was set down, he was in «he bet- 
902 ring and taking a flyer on the ponies 
with some success. He made a fair-s zed 
bet on a horse called Saxaphone and won 
He then put all his winnings on Minnie C. 
a 10 to 1 shot, 20 cleaned up $8000. 

With this money, in a!!l shapes and forms, 
rolis of bills and $20.gold pieces, he went 
to the judge's stand and asked them .o 
take the $1000 fine from the pile and return 
him the balance. Jordan was then urdr 
age, and Mr. Rolla Wells, who was then 
president of the St. Louis Jockey Club, put 
the $1000, paid as a fine by Jordan, in the 
bank, and when he became 21 Mr. W i.s 
gave him back the amount with accrued 
interest. 

Jordan won a great number of purses and 
Stakes in 1894 and captured the Club Mem- 
bers’ Handicap of that year with Yo Tan- 
bien. The stake was worth $8000. After this 
he went East with M-Caffer-y and got into 
trouble over Queenie Trowbridge, a horse of 
phenomenal speed for a shot a stance. For- 
tune was against him in the East, and h° 
returned to St. Louis on a freight train 
dead broke. 

From this forward he became too heavy 
to ride and had to be content to watch the 
thoroughbreds from the grand stand. [or 
the last four or five vears he has been em- 
ployed at the Fair Grounds shoeing race 
horses, at which he was an expert, and 
made a precarious living.
